NoTeEs OF GENERAL INTEREST 


The publishing work of the Agriculture Department continues to grow 
amazingly. During the fiscal year 1914 the number of new publications was 
1,152, and the total number of copies printed of these newcomers was 26,691,692, 
Of reprints of publications of former years the number was 11,494,700, making” 
a grand total of 38,186,392, as the output of publications for the year. Of 
these the Superintendent of Documents sold 231,821. 

Under date of Nov. 12, the United States State Department published early in 
December a List of articles embargoed by neutral European countries, com- 
piled from the latest available information but liable to be changed as each 
country modifies its rules from time to time. The list is a long one and con- 
tains many commodities not usually supposed to have any relation to military 
or naval operations. 

Education Bureau Bulletin 12, series of 1914, Rural schoolhouses and grounds, 
shows those adjuncts of the educational life as they are aud as they ought to be. 
Sometimes the difference is great. 

The annual report of the Attorney General of the United States for the year 
1914, 45 cents in cloth, gives, in addition to the work of the various bureaus 
of the Justice Department, information relative to the enforcement of the 
Federal antitrust law, covering cases finally determined and cases pending; 
also cases under the interstate commerce law. 

The annual report of the Secretary of the Treasury on the state of the 
finances for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1914, is sold by the Office of the 
Superintendent of Documents at 20 cents per copy. 

The last annual report of the Commissioner of Corporations has been pub- 
lished. It contains an interesting discussion of the functions of the Bureau 
of Corporations and of the Federal Trade Commission. 

The first annual report of the Commission on Industrial Relations has been 
issued, price 10 cents a copy. 

An annual report which is always in great demand is that of the Chief 
Inspector of Locomotive Boilers to the Interstate Commerce Commission. The 
third report has been published. It contains many illustrations of locomotive 
boiler explosions and defects, and is sold for 15 cents a copy. 

The annual report of the Isthmian Canal Commission and the Panama Canal 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1914, is published in two parts; the first a 
volume of text profusely illustrated, showing the actual work of construction, 
and the second a portfolio of plates and maps, sold together at $1.25. 

The text of the 26th annual report on the Statistics of railways in the United 
States for the year ended June 30, 1913, has been published in a large quarto 
pamphlet, sold by the Superintendent of Documents for 10 cents. This is the 
standard authority on its subject. 

A few months ago the country was engaged in a discussion of the merits 
of the “Friedmann treatment”. for tuberculosis. The Hygienic Laboratory 
has published the report of the board appointed for the investigation of the 
merits of this treatment. Price, 10 cents. 
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An important publication in connection with the present agitation relative to 
our military resources is the Manual for noncommissioned officers and privates 
of infantry of the organized militia and volunteers of the United’ States, 1914 
edition, 45 cents, fabrikoid. This publication is published by the authority of 
the Secretary of War. It covers instructions to officers of the organized militia, 
matters of discipline, drill, etc., and one of the most important parts of the 
work is the chapter entitled “ Personal hygiene,” embracing care of the feet, 
first aid rules, ete. 

The text of the telegram sent by the Secretary of State to the American 
Ambassador at London, relative to the seizures and detentions of American 
cargoes destined to neutral European ports, has been printed by the State De- 

, partment, and copies are for sale by the Office of the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments at 5 cents each.

Notre.—The Markets Office was organized May 16, 1913, as a branch of the Secretary’s 
Office, under authority of a paragraph in the miscellaneous section of the agricultural 
appropriation act oe ar. 4, 1913. is 

n cooperation with the General Education Board of the Rockefeller Foundation, the 
Rural Organization Service of the Agriculture Department was organized in the fall of 
1913. The work of this Service consisted of investigations in regard to the organization 
of agricultural communities upon a cooperative basis for the improvement of rural 
eredit, educational, social, and hygienic conditions. The Service was financed by the 
General Education Board from the time of its organization to June 30, 1914. On July 
1, 1914, the work of the Rural Organization Service was entirely taken over by the 
Agriculture Department under the authority contained in a paragraph among the mis- 
cellaneous appropriations of the agricultural appropriation act approved June 30, 1914. 

Later the work of the Markets Office and of the Rural Organization Service was com- 
bined by the Secretary of Agriculture in one office, which was designated by him as the 
“Office of Markets and Rural Organization.’”’ The office at that time was established 
on the same footing as other bureaus and independent offices of the Department. It 
eonsists of “ Marketing and Distribution Investigations” and “ Rural Organization In- 
vestigations,” both under the direction of the same administrative officer.
